Mouldings are carried in stock in bars of about 18 to 20 feet 
in length. 

Soft steel mouldings are cleaner in appearance and are cheaper than cast iron. They are free from 
blemishes and sand holes, which is important when polishing or plating is desired. They are fireproof, 
cannot break, and are lighter in weight than cast iron, which means saving in freight and trucking 
charges.

These mouldings have been created to meet the demand for Half Round or Half Oval 
Handrails, rolled in one piece. 

When handrails are built up from flats and half rounds, or flats and half ovals, rust is 
likely to form between the members, causing bulging and unsightly appearance. 

Handrails No. 4426 and No. 4427 being rolled of soft steel, are easily curved and 
bent. They are clean in appearance. The labor of assembling two or more sections 
is eliminated.

A triangular piece is cut out from 
the end of Handrail. Into this 
opening a piece of same size and 
shape, cut from the side of a waste 
piece off the same bar is inserted.

Section No. 4246 is a galvanized Steel Angle nosing with non- 
slipping safety tread. The forked anchors are punched and sheared 
from the top flange of the 11/4" x 11/4" x 3/16" galvanized angle 
and extend 2%" into the concrete, at a downward angle. 



Section No. 4245 is a galvanized Steel Tee Moulding, rolled with 
a 1" Radius. The anchors are sheared and bent away from the 
center web, giving a 2%" anchorage into the concrete. These 
anchors are slightly staggered, which distributes the stress and pre- 
vents splitting of the concrete and permits a ready flow of same 
between the anchors.

SINGLE GROOVE ELEVATOR SADDLES are generally 
used for elevator doors opening to the right or left, or center 
opening. The groove in which the door slides usually ex- 
tends behind the partition. The finished elevator saddle is in 
the shape of an L or a T.
